PLAYOFF 


The El Monte Union, high school 


varsiiy football team again will try 
its luck in the major classification 
of the southern California champion- 
ship playoffs, 
and has requested the 


C.I.F. to assign Covina as its oppo- 
nent, it was announced this week. 


Covina is a "free lance" team this 


year and already has qualified 
for 


the playoffs 
by winning six out of 


its seven games with respective 
schools. Its only defeat was a 6-0 
score at the hands of Whittier early 
in the season. 


Coach Gorrell scouted the Lions 


in their game against Ai'ontebello last 
Friday, and, after the game, request- 
ed C.I.F. Commissioner Van Patten., 
u>ho also u>it7iessed the Lions' wic- 
tory, to arrange Covina's first play- 
off game with the Lions. 


Principal H. A. Keeley said that 


the decision to enter the majors was 
unwise, because the high quality of 
opposition to be encountered may 
prevent the Lions from progressing 
far, 
and because, by playing and 


defeating CoZton, the Lions could 
become southern California cham- 
pions in the minor division. He will 
defer, however, to the wishes of the 
team in the matter of the classifica- 
tion it itiishea to enter,

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cess of the Couina teams, it was 
stated. Its teams have a two-year 
superiority in age and an advantage 
in weight of 10 to 30 pounds per 
man.

CALIFORNIA GROWER SEES 


FLORIDA CITRUS RAISING 


Editor's Note—In an article last week Mr. Damerel told of 


his trip thru the Panama canal and of his visit to New York and 
the citrus markets. In this communication he tells of his visit 
to Florida. Mr. and Mrs. Damerel were enchanted with the 
beauty of the state of Florida. He saw something of the citrus 
raising. 


Our first stop in Florida was at 


Orlando, which is the center o£ ac- 
tivity for the north-central part of 
the' citrus district. I called on W. H. 
Mouser, an independent shipper of 
citrus fruits. Mr. Mouser at one 
time worked for the Earl Fruit com- 
pany, and later for the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange in Califor- 
nia. 'He knew many of the early 
California pioneers, and we had a 
pleasant 
time discussing 
mutual 


friends and talking about changes 
that have taken place during the 
forty odd years that we have been 
identified with the industry. Octo- 
ber 25th was the date I saw him. The 
California orange market was high, 
and Florida was anxious to ship, but 
was having difficulty in finding or- 
anges up to the maturity test. The 
maturity standard was being very 
closely watched by state authorities. 
Most shippers, to be on the safe side, 
were only picking fruit running one 
to two points higher than the eight- 
to-one test. Mr. Mouser, along with 
many other Florida shippers whom 
I interviewed, felt that oranges 
would bring a fairly satisfactory 
price, despite the large crop. They 
were pessimistic about the market 
prospects for grapefruit and tan- 
gerines. 


Nearly every citrus tree in Flor- 


ida is doing its full duty this season. 
On a trip from Orlando to the east 
coast, after getting out of the citrus 
belt, we drove 
miles thru the 


about thirty-five 
Hammock Lands. 


This marshy land is covered with 
palms, palmetto and pines. There 
had been no rain for about five 
weeks and we saw grass and brush 
fires in the woods on all sides, but 
no one seemed to care. This, of 
course, seemed careless to me. 


Along the Indian river, on the 


Florida east coast, we found mosl 
of the citrus groves interset with tali 
native palm trees. The growers 
claim that fifteen or twenty palms 
per acre are an advantage, as they 
help to dry out the soil along the 
river, are something of a frost pro- 
tection, and make a satisfactory 
windbreak. This section raises some 
of the best fruit that Florida pro- 
duces. 


We spent a half day with Joshu 


C. Chase, who claims he is the only 
shipper who started in Florida, thei 
operated in California and returnee 
to Florida and is still operating. Mr 
Chase lost everything in the big 
Florida freeze in 1895 and left the 
state for Boston, feeling he was thru 
with the citrus business for all time 
E. T. Earl, a_Caliiprnia ahippor, made 
rum""ari"attractive offer to come tc 
California, which he accepted, anc 
after three years with the Earl Frui 
company, returned to Florida, where 
things were picking up and gooc 
orange and grapefruit acreage coul 
be bought for from one to five dol- 
lars an acre. His property is located 
in the Sanford district. Mr. Chase 
and his brother have 1200 acres o 
bearing orchards located .on slightly 
rolling land*with lake on all sides 
They are able to irrigate all of their 
property. 


Going from Orlando to the wes 


coast, we saw the fine ridge section 
There you see a vast acreage of cit 
rus on the higher ground. This sec 
tion is near the famous Bok tower 
which is located on the highest poin 
in the state at around 322 feet ele 
vation. 


On arriving at Tampa I called on 


C. C. Commander, general manage 
of the Florida Citrus Exchange. That 
day was spent with Mr. Curry, who 
is head of the growers' service de- 
partment of the exchange. Mr. Cur- 
ry drove me thru the Lakeland- 
Highland district. This is an ex- 
ample of how some of the things are 
done in a big way in Florida. Here 
the subdividers took a tract of raw 
land, comprising some 12,000 acres, 
which they planted and sold in 
tracts of five, ten, and twenty acres. 
This property is owned largely by 
absent owners. 
In conversation with Mr. Curry it 


developed that there were about 
18,000 citrus growers owning groves 
in Florida. There are 148 recognized 
carlot shippers. One-third of the 
fruit is controlled by the exchange, 


: one-third by independent shippers, 


nd one-third of the growers have 


no shipping affiliation. From an- 
ther source, I was told that the 
exchange had 18 per cent, the in- 
dependent shippers 51 per cent, and 
he growers not affiliated with ship- 
pers, 31 per cent. 


We had an interesting visit with 


Senator Taylor, president of the 
^lorida Citrus Exchange. His fam- 
ly goes back six generations as res- 
dents of Florida. And how he does 
ovc his native state! He is a large 
;rower with his own packing house. 
! found out it was just as well not 
to mention the sizes of our Califor- 
nia citrus groves. 


We spent in interesting half-day 


with Dr. Phillips, who is the largest 
ndividual citrus grower in the 
world. He has 6000 acres of oranges, 
grapefruit and tangerines. His or- 
chards are about the finest in Flor- 
da, very well kept, and are among 
he ten per cent of irrigated groves 
n the state. 


In company with L. B. Skinner 


we visited his large holding near 
Tampa. There we saw ten acres of 
seedling orange trees, 85 years of 
age. These trees were frozen to the 
jround in the big Florida freeze of 
L895. The grove was allowed to 
sucker from the crown roots, and 
with some attention came back to 
jood production. Mr. Skinner show- 
ed me an orange tree which was 
over 100 years old, which measured 
six feet around 18 inches above the 
ground. This tree suffered in the 
freeze, but is now 35 feet high and 
is carrying a fair crop of oranges. 


Most of the names mentioned here 


are men whom I felt I knew and 
told them so, for hardly a month 
passes without some news of them 
in connection with the Florida cit- 
rus industry. 


Both Mrs. Damerel and I feel 


deeply grateful to them, for their 
kindly hospitality. No one could 
have been more royally treated than 
we were during our stay of eleven 
days. We were loath to leave this 
interesting and lovely country, for 
we saw much of interest besides 
citrus groves. Much could be sale 
about the condition of the average 
Florida citrus grower, his state o1 
mind and the many contributing 
factors in the past six years. 


We traveled 1200 miles by auto 


crossed the state east and west thre< 
times, and went from north to south 
and south to north. All of the re- 
sorts in Florida are at present en- 
joying a building boom.

J^ach year 
finds more California growers visit- 
ing Florida, for when a citrus grow- 
er realizes that citrus shipments of 
all varieties from all producing 
states, together with receipts from 
Porto Rico and Cuba, have increas- 
ed in sales about 20% per cent since 
the degpression started, he wonders 
where all this fruit is coming from. 
We recommend this trip to our Cal- 
ifornia friends, hoping they may 
sometime enjoy the true southern 
hospitality to be found in that trop- 
ical country. 


While I do not feel qualified to 


comment on business conditions, one 
could not help but notice that retail 
trade was excellent and business in 
general has shown a favorable trend. 
Many apartment houses that were 
less than half occupied a year ago, 
are now nearly full. Railroad pas- 
senger travel and the hotel business 
are greatly improved. These more 
favorable business prospects, togeth- 
er with our ever-increasingly effi- 
cient Exchange sales organization, 
lead one to feel that, even with ser- 
ious competition from Florida and 
Texas, we in California may expect 
a reasonable and fairly satisfactory 
price for our coming crop.

The dedication last Saturday af- 


ternoon of the county tuberculosis 
prnventorium 
in the Norumbega 


canyon, in the hills northeast of 
Monrovia, brought to mind the share 
Covina has had in the history of the 
"children's camp" since its earliest 
beginnings seventeen years ago, in 
the San Gabriel canyon. 


When the camp was first estab- 


lished, six miles up the canyon from 
Azusa, it was not, as now, an all- 
the-year-round-affair, just for boys 
six to twelve, but a summer-time 
experiment; six weeks for the boys, 
six for the girls. The county gave 
the free use of the old prison camp, 
where prisoners had been kept while 
building the canyon road. After an 
appeal to Covina women to help, 
interested local women went up be- 
fore the first children came in, 
scrubbed up the iron cots, chairs and 
floors and found friendly truck and 
auto drivprs who met the youngsters 
at the electric station, taking them 
up to the camp. 


There was at that time little equip- 


ment in the camp, and less money, 
so the first summer Covina had sev- 
eral soap, wash cloth and towel 
showers to help supply the pressing 
need. For several summers groups 
of women went up one afternoon a 
week, to darn socks, sew on buttons 
and mend up generally, later mak- 
ing some fifty sturdy knaki uniforms 
for the girls. Miss Edith Farmer, of 
blessed memory, was the center, at 
the Warner-Whitsel store, for the 
collection of fresh vegetables, fruit, 
occasional dimes, and the "Sunday- 
laid eggs," a full case a week, all of 
which was a great help. A small or- 
gan was secured and every Sunday 
afternoon friends went up from Co- 
vina, giving a program of music and 
stories. Ice cream for the Sunday 
dinner became a weekly treat, abso- 
lutely new to some of the children. 


When a swimming pool was deem- 


ed more a necessity than a luxury, 
kind-hearted Martin Fesler volun- 
teered to do the work, with the as- 
sistance (?) of the enthusiastic boys, 
if the cement and hauling could be 
managed. Those minor details were 
soon arranged and the pool was long 
a joy. 
When, after several years, the camp 
was established as a permanent one, 
with a capacity of ninety boys, 
financed partially by the Christmas 
seals and the county welfare, there 
was not so much need for the same 
or similar help. Then it was that the 
Women's club, under the direction 
of Mrs. Lillian McClain, the philan- 
thropic head of the child welfare 


and jellies, turkey (a full pound for 
each and every boy) dinners on 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, while 
for the latter holiday the loaded 
truck had two individual gifts and 
a box of candy for each boy,'in ad- 
dition to the fruit and tree trim- 
mings. The children of the gram- 
mar school provided many of the 
gifts, while Girl Reserves made the 
candy and boxed it. 


When the community chest was 


established, one hundred dollars 
each year was allocated for this 
work, until the camp was removed 
a year ago, the move made neces- 
sary by the building of the Pasadena 
dam in the canyon. The county tub- 
erculosis society has been, from the 
first, keen for Covina's response to 
the needs of the three thousand chil- 
dren, who thru the seventeen years 
have benefited by the special care 
given in the camp, and last Saturday 
I received an invitation to the dedi- 
cation, to represent Covina and was 
given a gracious welcome by officials 
and nurses alike. They were frank 
to confess that since moving they 
had greatly missed Covina's friendly 
and generous support.

Former Russian 
Prince Addresses 


Evening Forum 


A large and enthusiastic audience 


greeted 
Prince 
Andrev-Lobanov- 


Rostovsky of the history department 
of the University of California at 
Los Angeles as he addressed the 
Monday evening forum of the even- 
ing high school, talking on the topic, 
"The 
Economic Development 
of 


Russia." 
His lecture and the dis- 


cussion which followed was noted 
for the intensity with which Profes- 
sor Lobanov spoke and the earnest- 
ness with which he emphasized his 
thoughts. "He talked with his hands 
and the thoughts dripped 
from 


them," as one individual character- 
ized the method used in making 
vivid certain points. 


Going back into history, Professor 


Lobanov laid before his audience 
the conditions which led to the Rus- 
sian situation as it has developed in 
the last twenty years. • 


Until 1861 the peasant class of 


Russia were serfs, being the prop- 
erty of the feudal lords, as was the 
land. In this year they were freed 
and permitted to buy land, and yet 
paid for it in taxes so heavy they 
were unduly burdened. 
In later 


years as industry grew and devel- 
oped, from three to five million of 
these peasants went to the cities to 
become industrial workers. 
They 


did not become adjusted, and got 
none of the cultural side of city life, 
but plenty of the ugly aspects of it. 
The descendants of this group were 
fertile material in which the revo- 
lution of 1917 developed. 


The peasant class after their lib- 


eration developed a communal sys- 
;em of village life in which the group 
as a whole and not as individuals 
owned the land. This system per- 
sisted until the revolution of 1917. 


In the former of these groups the 


Social Democratic party was organ- 
ized and in the latter the Social 
Revolutionary party had its growth. 
The Social Democrats were interna- 
tionally minded and furnished the 
ground for the promotion of the 
ideas of Karl Marx. It was this party 
that sponsored the revolution, work- 
ing largely in the cities and ignoring 
the peasants. The Social Revolution- 
ists were not internationally minded 
and were content to continue in 
their peasant condition. 


In the revolution of 1917 the capi- 


talistic class, along with property 
owners, were either killed, driven 
out of the country or compelled to 
lose their identity under assumed 
names. All personal property was 
confiscated. 
This revolution 
was

Dear Friends of Covina: 


FAMED CATHEDRAL 


St. Paul's cathedral stands in one 


of the central positions of London. 
It is a great building even today, and 
it was built many years ago. It is 
a beautiful building on the inside. 
Some beautiful paintings are to be 
seen there and one marvels at the 
beauty and the greatness of it all 
I understand that at one time this 
cathedral was in the hands of the 
Catholic church, but at the present 
time it is controlled by the Church 
of England. They were getting ready 
for a service when we visited there, 
and much to our disappointment a 
number of the sections of this great 
cathedral were closed. One would 
do well to spend a number of hours 
there in this great, old building. 


It was fine to walk thru the House 


of Lords and the House of Commons, 
and to see the great paintings that 
everywhere marked the halls. There 
you can see where the king sits at 
the opening of the session, and all 
around you there is much historical 
lore. One of our party sat down in 
the House of Commons and was im- 
mediately asked to get up but he 
replied, "I have had a seat in the 
House of Commons." 


John Wesley's old church was an- 


other place of great interest to me. 
It was surprising how well preserved 
this church building is today. The 
pulpit stand that Wesley used so 
much is still in use and we had a 
real thrill as we stood beside it. In 
the back of the church is the old 
cemetery where the grave of Wesley 
is located. Then just across the street 
is another old cemetery where there 
are 20,000 graves. Here is found the 
graves of Isaac Watts, the great 
hymn writer; John Bunyan, the 
writer of Pilgrim's Progress; and 
Henry Cromwell, the second son of 
Oliver Cromwell. Many non-con- 
formists, "drawn and quartered" for 
their religious beliefs, are buried in 
this place. 


And so one might go on for there 


are many such places in London. 
This great city of 8,000,000 souls is 
a wonderful place. And with such 
a short stay one cannot even begin 
to touch the border of the interest- 
ing places. We were glad to have 
been there even for a short time.
